London, Feb, 19.— A dispatch to tho 
Times from Tientaio aays that Li Hung 
Chang, peace envoy to Japan, will go to 
Peking on February 21 to confer with the 
Emperor. He will retarn to Tientsin in 
two weeks, arjl will then proceed to Kobe 
via Port Arthur. 

Advices from Seoul are that the king has 
refused to aooepb the reaignulion of hia min- 
isters. It is reported that anti-conformists 
are|in8titutii)g another attempt to aaaaasinite 
Prnico Pok. 

Tho Central News correspondent in Tokio 
telegraphs under yesterday!s date ; Ganoral 
Nnci/.u reports that to-day tho Chinnse forces 
under Generals Rflu Chang and Yih wore 
coneentrati'd, I.t.OOO strong with twelve 
Runs, at Ilui Cherg from tho Llao Yaug, 
New Chwangand Yin Kas roads. They at 
taciieu the city, but after sulTeriug heavy 
loBBOB were repulsed. The Japanese loescs 
wore small. 

Tho Chee Fon correspondint of the Cen- 
tral News says ; "The Japanese ooonpied 
Liu Kang Tao on Friday, the garrison and 
I lie foreigners with it were allowed to d i- 
part unmolested aboard the Severn. It is 
pxpected that tho Japaoese will not touch 
Oboe Foo, but will re-embark to attack 
Than Hai Kwan. The Chen Yuen and aix 
gunboats has been taken possession of by the 
Japanese. 

From Port Artbnr the Central News has 
thia despatch : Adetaohment of Japanuse 
oavalry oooupled NingHalCbn on the morn- 
ing of the 12ch without encountering opposi- 
tion. Natives say that on the O.h a Chi- 
noBO force at Hunchoton was divided in two 
parts. The larRor one fiod toward 1 u Shan 
Shon and tho smaller to Yon Tai. All the 
inhabitants of Nine; HaiChunre subniisaivo 
and many welcome the JapauesQ to 
tho town. On February 14 '.h, in tho 
afternoon, Marshal Oyama reported on 
the state of allaira at Wei-Hai-Wei. Ho 
said that a proposal had been tendered to 
the Japanese lligship Maisuma to surren- 
der the warships and the remaining forts 
and their armaments at Wei-Hai-Wei, pro- 
vided that the foreigners of the military and 
naval f jrce bo released under a gnarantee 
obtained from an Admiral of an neutral 
power. The Japinese accepted all tho con- 
ditions excepting tho one concerning tho 
guarantee and the agreement was oonaluded. 

The Stadnard's correspondent in Berlin 
says that tho Mikado and Premier Count Ito 
approve of China's choico of Li Hung Chang 
as peace envoy. The special Chinese mis- 
sion to St. Petersburg has been instructed, 
the correspondent learni, to secate an nn- 
deratandlng with Rueala, by making Impor- 
tant conceaaions to her. 

Yokohama, Feb, 19 —An official dis- 
patoh from Wel-Hai-Wei, bearing date of 
February 13, bos been reoeived here. It 
states that in response to the offer made by 
Admiral Tins, the Chinese naval command- 
er, to surrender his veaseli, the oonditioos 
of amnesty were granted. Admiral Ito, 
commander of the Japanese forces, demand- 
ed that tho naval stores be turned over this 
(Wednesday) morning. The Chinese mes- 
senger who oonveyed this demand returned 
to Admiral Ito and informed him that Ad- 
miral Ting had committed suicide on the 
night of February 12, and that his responsi- 
bility had boon transferred to Capt. Mc- 
Cluro, formerly tho oaptain of a British 
morohunt vessel, who had been appointed 
by tho Chinese govornmont as asiistant to 
Admiral Ting. Admiral Ito, as this dis- 
patch was sent, was conferring with Cap- 
tain MoClnro. 

Wasiiinctos, Fob. 19 —While tho Jap- 
anese cruiaere, owing to superior strategy 
and wariness in attack, supplomonted by 
the indiapensablo torpedo boat fleet, have 
managed to obtain victories over tho Chinese 
Hoot in two cases, tho battleships of the 
Chinese have given such a good oooount of 
themselves as to mako it apparent to the 
Japanese that if over thoy hope to meet 
another naval power in combat they must 
themselves possess some of tho groat battle- 
ships. They will acquire the Chincso bat- 
tleships Chen Yuen and Tlug Yuen— if the 
iattor can bh raised — by conquest, and have 
placed contracts for building two great ships 
of 12,i")() tons displacomcnt. ,'i70 feet long 
by T.i foot beam. An armor belt eighteen 
inches thick will extend for 2'2fi foot along 
tho sides over tho vitals of the ship, which 
will be propelled by engines of 14,000 horae 
power and carry each two 12 inch guns, ton 
6-inoh guns and a number of smaller machine 
gune. It will require folly 5,000 tons of 
nickel steel Harveyizid armor for those 
ships under these last requirements. These 
vessels will, it is expected, be superior to 
anything in the service of the United States. 



CABINET MEETING. 

The Bosebery Administration Ueet and Fnz 
zle the ".(jaidnnnca''a8 to What 
Was Their BaBlness. 

London, Feb, 19.— The cabinet meeting, 
which otherwise would have been held on 
Thursday, was summoned to-day and sat 
for about an hour, The supposition is that 
the business transacted related to some 
ohangoB in the programme of the govern- 
ment for tho seasion. There was not a 
wbiaper in tho lobbies of the House of Com- 
mons suggesting diaaolution, nor was there 
" much gossip in politioal circles " over 
tbo matter, as was cabled by tho London 
agenoy of the "Associated Press " of Chi- 
cago. Not a single Conservative paper ven- 
tures the absurdity of suggosting that tho 
mooting had even tho ronioteat reference to 
dissolution. The Globo, tho loading Tory 
organ, explains to day's meeting by saying 
it is usnal for the cabinet to meet immedi- 
ately after the address in reply to the 
Queen's speech is carried, and surmises that 
the purport of the meeting was te disouas 
the position of the China-Japanese war,

LlliernI Victory In England. 

London', Fob, 19. — An election was held 
Lo-day at Colchostei to fill tho vacancy in 
tho House of Commons caused by tho 
resignation of Mr. Naylor Leyland. lb re- 
sulted in a victory for tho Liberal candi- 
date. Sir Weetman Pearson, who was de- 
feated nt the last general election, with 
Nuylor Leyland as hia opponent, by a ma- 
jority of 61. The Conservative candidate 
to-day was Captain Vereker, Who was 
strongly supported by the Irish (jnionist 
Allianou. Qreat interest was taken in tbo 
contest by politicians thronghout the coun- 
try and a number of well-known speakers 
took part In the campaign. The vote was 
Pearaon, 2,559; Vereker, 2,296- At the 
last general election the result was ; Naylor 
Leyland, 2.173 ; Pearson, 2,112. 

Sea Rnles, 

London, Feb, 19,— Tho Board of Trade 
has made a long reply, seriatim, to the ob 
jeotors to the new sea rules adopted by the 
international oonferenoe at Washington. 
Tho reply concludes with an expression of 
opinion that no worse service could be done 
to shipowners thao the disturbing, without 
the gravest reasons, of the valuable Interna- 
tional agreement formnlatad. 

Aid for Sicilian BnlTerers. 

Rome, Fab. 19 —With the view of ending 
the sulphur mine crisis and of relieving the 
distress in Sicily, a sooioty is being formed 
with a capital of £160,000, under the 
ausplooB of tho government, to catabHsh 
general stores authorized to make advanoca 
to the sufferers.

FUGITIVE FIEE CHIEF. 

Seattle's Head Fireman Completely Disap- 
pears— Said to Have Yolnntarlly 
Gotten Oat. 

Seattle, Feb. 19 —Chief A. B. Hunt, of 

tho 6ro department, has disappeared as 
completely as if tho earth had opened and 
swallowed him. Despite the closest investi- 
gation no trace can be found of him after a 
few minutes after 8 o'clock last Friday 
night when ho left R. A, Uose, Western 
agentcf the Oamewell fire alarm system, In 
front of the Rainier-Grand hotel on Front 
street. Ho had obtained oral permission 
from tho Mayor and Fire Commissioner 
Maael to go to Taooma to attend his own 
trial on the charge of fraudulently obtaining 
naluralizttion papers, and his absenoe did 
not excite uneasiness among his friends 
until yesterday. They refuse to entertain 
tho idea that he is a fugitive, because 
ho knew that his trial was to be 
continued, and thus tho main reason for 
such a move is taken away. On tho other 
hand, those who have been opposed to Hunt 
do not hesitato to doolaro that ho has vol- 
untarily gotten out of tho country. 

Tho tiro commiaaionors felt called upon to 
tako official notice of Hunt's absonco from 
his duties for an unwarranted length of 
timo, and at a meeting hold late yesterday 
afternoon dropped his name from tho rolls 
of the department, elected the senior oap- 
tain, Alexander Allen, jr., chief, and put 
Assistant Chief J. J. Sullivan in as acting 
chief pending oonfirmotion or rojootion of 
the name of Allon by tbo council. It is 
said that his diaappcaranco is duo to hia in- 
ability to supply affidavits to confirm his 
sworn statement that he was a United 
States citizen instead of a Canadian who had 
never been naturalized. 



LADRIEK'S POSITION. 

Why Decs He not Aak His Friend Qreenway to 
Consider the Case of the Hanltoba

ToHONTo, Feb. 10 — (3peolal)— The Mail 
and Empire, in an editorial to-day on the 
Manitoba school question, aeka why the 
Libsrala if thoy honestly desire tho applica- 
tion of a remedy, oannot at onoe bring their 
Influence to bear upon Hon, Mr. Greenway, 
who ia Hon. Mr. Ltnrier's western attor- 
ney, or upon Martin, author of the 
law, and it declares that If at 
snch an opportnne time Mr. Laurier 
does not in conformity with the pledge made 
by him in Parliament in 1893 plead with 
Groonway to consider the case, it 
will not be unfair to presume that thero is 
a stronger desire to arouso sectarian pas- 
sions and to place Roman Catholics in a 
false position for party purposes than to re- 
move any oppression or to leonre a iettle- 
ment satisfaotory to all.

Ottawa, Feb, Id.— There wasashortmeeti- 
ing of the cabinet this afternoon bat only 
routine business was transaoted. At ttte 
close Hon, Messrs, Ouimet and Haggart 
loft for Montreal on railway matters. 

At the printing bureau this morning 
GO additional compoaitora were put to 
work on the voters' lists. Fully 150 men 
are thus employed, The departmental bine 
books will have to stand until tho rush on 
the Hats ia over, Tho general impression is 
that tho lists will be ready for use by March

Renewed representations are now being 
made to the government to send an expedi- 
tion to Hudson's bay for the purpose of iii- 
vestigating the fishery and other reaunroea 
of that great inland aea and region. 

For some months past there has been a 
decided falling off In Chinese immigration.

DELAYED VESSELS. 

Twenty-Five Ships Sapposed to Have Been 
Lost In tho Lata Atlantic Blizzard- 

New Yokk, Feb. 19 -Much anxiety ia 
manifested among the owners of small 
coastwise sailing vessels aa to the safety of 
ah(m% twenty five ships whioh are suppoaad 
to have been lost in the late blis- 
zard. Every day the offices of the agents 
are besieged by relatives anxious to know 
what has becomo of their loved ones 
who shipped a month ago. Since the 
severe storm there has not boeo one coast- 
wiao sailing vessel reported' from any south- 
ern port and vessels bound from New York 
for the South and Now England are also 
so long overdue that they are supposed to 
havo foundered. The ships about whose 
whereabouts there is doubt number over 
twenty, the orews averaging about ten men 
to each, and the total value of tho cargoes 
is about t quarter of a million dollars.

TBAIL CBEEK. 

(From tho Kootonay Mail. 

The War Eagle shares that wore sold the 
other day were snapped up eagerly, and tho 
aame parties have offered to take 50,000 at 
the same price. The mine waa bonded last 
year for $17,500, and when the bond was 
taken up the owners placed theaharea at $1 
each. The mine is siiipping between 20 and 
30 tona a day, ot o profit of eomathlng like 
130 a ton after paying all oxpenaea. Under- 
ground, the mine la a mammoth oavo, and, 
aa a mining man aaid the other day, "No 
property in Leadville or anywhere olao on 
thia'oontinent excels It, so far at developed. 
It ia 'at least a million dollar mine and ia 
prol»bly worth twice that amount." 

A atrike liaa been made on the K. mine, 
abont a mile and a half from Le Roi, being 
a 14-inoh vein of copper pyrites and 
aeven feet of free milling ore, at a depth of 
146 feet. 

Another mine adjoining the Le Bol ia to 
be extensively worked. Tbia ia the Centre 
Star, which haa about 500 feet of tanneling 
and a 50-ft. ahafti. The tunnel haa been in 
ore all the way and aeveral hundred tona are 
ready for shipment. The owners will ahortly 
let a oontraot for catting 500 feet more of 
tnnnola. 

A big rush of proapeotora ia oxpooted aa 
soon aa tho snow ia off the hilla, aa thoro is a 
vaat extent of thia district nob yob explored, 
and there is every probability that some rich 
finds will bo reported in the apring.

SEOBttB PBABODY. 

Centennial of the Birth of the Great Phllan- 
tbroplit Celebrated In England and 
V . the United Siatea. 

Pkabodt, Mais., Feb. 19 — The oelebra. 
tlon of the one hundredth anniversary of the 
birthday of Goorge Peabody, tho philan- 
thropist of London, benefaotor and banker 
and memorable oitizan, oacarred in this 
hia native town, yesterday, with appropri- 
ate ceremonies. Ic was' not, however, a 
strictly local nbaorvanoe, for cablegrams 
from Queen Victoria and the Duke of 
Davonablre, chairman of the Peabody dona- 
tion fund, to which Mr. Peabody had cnn- 
tributed §2,500,000 for the establishment ot 
homua for the doaervlng poor of London, 
gave it a touch of international character. 
The bualnoas part rf the town was appropri- 
ately decorated. In the opening exorciaea 
Mr. Appleton referred to the wideapread 
Influenoe of the man in whose memory the 
oocaalon waa observed, and read the fol- 
lowing cablegram received from Queen Vic- 
toria : 

" To tho Century Committee, Poabody, 
Maas. — On thia tho one hundredth annivor- 
aary of the birth of George Peabody, the 
grateful remembrancoa of him and hia noble, 
beneficent deeds of charity to this oountrv 
are freah In my heart and in that of my 
people. ViCToniA." 

The committee replied as follows i 

" To Her Most Gracious Majesty Qaeon 
Victoria, Windsor Caatle, England — Tho 
committee desire to expreae, on behalf of 
the town of Poabndy, its sincere tbanka to 
the Queen of England for the honor con- 
ferred upon It by Her Majesty's gracious 
message on the commemoration of the lOOch 
anniversary cf the birth of George Peabody." 

Nashville, Tenn., Fob. 19. — George Pea- 
body's birthday was celebrated by the city 
and county aohcola, public aud private, with 
appropriate exeroisea. Ati the Peabody 
Normal college an elaborate programme waa 
carried out and Cbanoellor Payne delivered 
an able address upon the character of Mr. 
Peabody. In all the principal towna in 
middlo Tenne'eaoo, echoola, public and pri- 
vate, observed the day, 

London, Feb. 19.— In canneotion with 
the lOOth anniversary of the late George 
Peabody, the trnatees of the iund given by 
Mr. Peabody for the erection of dwelling 
houaoB f ^r the working olaasea In London, 
report that t he total amount of the fund is 
now £1,114,000. Owing to tho benefaction 
of Mr. Peiibody 11,300 houaoa are now oc- 
cupied by '20,000 inmatoa. The average 
rent of the rooma la '2i 2d per week. The 
average weekly earninga of the head of each 
family among tho inmatoa of the rooms is 
23s 6d. 

In a laudatory article the Daily News 
says ; " London certainly will be wanting 
In all sense of gratitude If the Peabody 
statue does nob now remain where lb Is in 
the city, whatever else may perish, until the 
arrival of the New Zsalander."

The newly formed Gorman bl metalio 
league meet to day. Spoechej will 
be delivered before the league by Kar- 
doET, Count Mirbaoh, Arendt, and two well- 
known manufaolurers, WuelGng and Aech 
endorff. 

Continued cold wna^iher in London la caus- 
ing much distress among the poor. A 
number of committees have been formed and 
funds are being collected for their relief. 

The reiohstag has adopted a resolution in-

Invitations for an international monetary 
conference to take aotlon for the rehabllita> 
tion of silver as a circulating medltim. 

Invitationa are to be iaaued by the Ger- 
man government to all the maritime powers 
of Europe and Amerioa to send war ships to 
take part in the navftl display and the fetea 
whion will take plaoa on the opeeing of the 
Baltio and Kerth Sea oauai on the ISch of 
June. It ia nnderatood tliat President 
Fanre will aeoept the iavltation to be sent 
to Franoe, It ia expected that the opening 
of the oanai will aerve to bring back the 
waning proaperity of Lubeck, Dantzio, Stet- 
tin and other German ports. The fetea will 
be on a grand scale, and will last several 
days. 

The paaaage of the ontl revolutlonary bill 
by tho reiohatag seems now to be assured, 
the negotiations between the government 
and tho leaders of the centre party, especi- 
ally Liber and Groobor, having at length ro- 
Bultod In an agreement that aomo amend-

INTRIGUES AT CAIEO. 

The Khedive Wants to, Get Bid of Nnbarj 
Fosba and Defy Great Britain. 

London, Feb. 19 — The acrreapcndent of 
the Times at Cairo saya there ia reason to 
believe that the Khedive ia determined to 
get rid of the mlniatry of Nubar Pasha and 
to render Imposalblo any ministry similarly 
inclined to work amicably and loyally with 
tho British representatives, Attempts are 
bang made to stimulate anti-European feel- 
ings among the Mohammedans. Warnings 
have been received even from native sources 
by various Europeans that trouble Is brow- 
ing, and the month of Ramadan, beginning 
next week, Is anticipated with apprehen- 
giocs. When the authors of inflammatory 
articles are oonetantly seen haunting the 
Kbedlve'a ante chamber, the Ignorance of 
the Oriental masaea naturally assumea that 
they have asaurancea of official aanotlcn for 
words and deeda of violence. Commenting 
on the foreign situation, the Times In a 
leader warns the Khedive that such in- 
trigues cannot safely ba carried beyond a 
certain point, and ogpecisUy when they are 
accompanied by premonitory symptoms of 
disturbances anoh aa a few years ago brought 
Egypt to the verge of ruin. 

CATTLE DISEASE. 

French Fdim'^rs Exorcised— Doubts rb to Ita 
Eilattnc) Among Cunadlau Cattle. 

Pasi», Feb, 10.— M. Gardaud, Minister 
of agiloultore, reoeived yesterday an agrarian 
delegation from the department of Pas de 

Calais and the Nord, The delegates urged 
upon him the need of taking steps against 
the importation of American cattle which, 
they said, threatened French cattle with 
contagious diseases. The minister aaid that 
the Bubjeot had been placed already before 
a special committee on the diseases of cattle 
and any ueoesgary steps would be taken 
aeon. Premier Ribot alao prcmiaed the 
delegates to give the matter full attention. 

fiRCSSBLS, Feb, 19 — According to the 
report of the Belgian specialist Nocard, 
there is doubt as to the existence of con- 
tagious plenrO'pnoumonia among tho oattle 
landed at Antwerp; the representatives of 
the Dominion government are about to ap- 
ply to the Belgian authorities for the re- 
moval of the resrriotlona upon the importa- 
tion into the country of oattle from Canada.

IS A BARGAIN A BARGAIN ? 

It was thought) that the Paris arbitration 
was a complete and Goal settlement of the 
inrseal question. That arrangement was 
made by persona suppoaed to be competent, 
and after an icquiry which waa belloved to 
bo exhauativo. It waa thought at tho time 
by many that, praotioally, the AmerloJtna 
had much the best of the bargain. It waa, 
it is trup, decided that they had no pro 
peity in tho eeals found swimmiog in the 
high aonB, but it waa believed by both Brit- 
ish aubjects and Amerioan citizens that 
the regulations agreed upon were almost, it 
not altogether, as favorable to Amerioan in- 
iwieats as if the claim of the United States 
to property in the seals had been acknowl- 
edged. A close season was eatablished in 
order that the seals should not be disturbed 
during tho breeding aoaaon, and a zone sixty 
milca in diamotor around the Pribyloff ia- 
lauda waa marked off as a preserve for the 
Mais. Then there were restriotiona as to 
the weapons to be used in killing the seals, 
whioh by many were regarded as prohibi- 
tory. Everything necoseary to make the 
arbitration binding waa done by tho high 
eontraoting parties. 

3%eD, again, the oonsequencea of pelagic 
sealing were as well known when the arbi- 
feratioD waa going on as they are now. A 
great deal was then hoard about the evil of 
killing female seala "heavy with young," 
and of tlio waste in killing thoni with firo- 
fcrms. All tho condllions of eealing wore ua 
well understood then as they are now, and 
it oouid not be said that the arbitrators 
were ignorant of any material fact oonneoced 
with tho dispute on which thoy wero adju- 
dioatiog. 

Tho United Statoa Government was well 
and ably roproaented on tho liourd of Arbi- 
trators, and it employed the beat oounsol 
that could be found to present iis aide of the 
case and to insist upon its rights being con- 
ijdored. Suoh an arbitration between in- 
dSviduala would have boon regarded as final, 
and tho partiea to it would bo compoUod to 
abide by its awiird. liut tho United Statoa 
Congress doou not see the arbitration in ihia 
light. Only one sealing season baa passed 
since the award was jn&de, and members of 
that august body, not satiaflod with the re- 
sults, ignore the work of tho Paris tribunal, 
reqnire tho whole cjuoation to bo recon- 
sidered, and thoy cnforco their decision 
with the threat that if it is not ac(|uieaoed 
in and acted upon by the parties concornod, 
the United States will use the powers it poa- 
•esaes as ownora of the brooding islands, to 
ezterminato the wholo herd of fur seals fre- 
quenting tho Pribyloff lalanda. 

Wo are quito at a loaa to undoratond how 
tho Committee of the House of Repreaenta- 
tivet oan reconoila this mode of procedure 
with fair dealing. It is not contended that 
the British and other sealers have disre- 
garded the regulations of the Paris Arbitra- 
tion, lb is not said that Groat Itritain has 
not kept faith with tho United Statoa in 
this mutter. There is no complaint in the 
report exoepb that the results of the arbi- 
tration have not been what were calculated 
npon. 

Ilie faob that tho sealers have eoughb now 
hunting grounds and that a very conaidor- 
able portion of the large oatoh whioh tho re- 
port deploresi was takec in waters alto- 



gether outside the area over whioh the jurle- 
diction of the Paris arbitration extended, is 
nob, as far aa we oan aee, mentioned in the 
report. When all the oiroumstunoes are con- 
Blderecl; III will be surprising if Mr. Wilson's 
bill ia oanrled in Congress, and sUU more 
■arprising if, in the evenb of its being oar- 
ri«d, it will receive the consent of the Presi- 
dent. 



' RHODKSIA." 



Dr. L. S. Jumeann u few weeka ago de- 
livered bi fore tho Imperial lostitnto, the 
Priuou of Waloa being in the chair, a very 
inturoatlng address on " Bhodoeii;," p^st, 
present and future. It ia noedloaa to aay 
that Ur. Jameson waa onthuBlaatically ro- 
oeived by the " very brilliant gathering " 
assembled to bear what he bad to aJky about 
tho country whioh be had done so muoh to 
bring under the British &jg. (That ooantry 
has already made wot darfnl progress con- 
sidering the time ib baa been oooupled by 
white men. " In Rhodeaia," Mr. Jameson 
saya, " wo have a country nuarly as large aa 
Europe, a livable country, a country where 
white men and women can live, where 
white children oan be reared in health and 
vigor. " 

Tho capabilities of Rhodeaia are great. 
We gather from the addroes that there oan 
hi raised in ib the vegetable produota of tho 
tomporato zono. Wheat and Indian corn 
can be grown, and muoh of it ia a aploodid 
pastoral country. " We have no indigenoua 
diseases either for cattle or sheep, and I 
have only to appeal to anyone who has re- 
cently been in MataboleUnd and aeon nob an 
experimental lot ot cattle, but herds (I 
think I am not overalating in aaying) ( f 
hundred thousand fat, aleok cattle, 
to prove that whatever else we 
may or may not have, we have an admirable 
paatoral country aa far us cattle are con- 
cerned." The country, ia rich in minerala. 
We have heard about its gold, but there are 
found in it largo deposits of coal and iron ua 
well. Ib is quite evident from what this 
heroic pioneer SBys.tbe country is capable of 
supporting a large population. 

The sottlora have nothing to fear from the 
native population. Lobengulu'a warriors 
have settled down into peaceable, if 
nob industrious, farmers and graziers, and 
his capital, Uuluwayo, has been transformed 
into a trading station. It bad a few months 
ago a population of one thousand whites, 
and there wero some six hundred of Loben- 
guia'a men living in the neighborhood en- 
gaged in tho peaceful occupation of brick- 
making. There are in Matabeloland alone 
some two thouaand proepeotors. Dr. Jame- 
son saya nothing about their success. As 
many as a thousand miles of road have been 
made and the new land boasts of some 1,500 
miles of telegraph lino. A railroad from the 
coist has its terminua within 2.3U miles of 
the gettloment, and the nature of the coun- 
try is such that the journey to the nearest 
railway station can be made in less than 
two days. Dr. Jameson fully expects 
to have railroad communication be- 
tween BoluWayo and Capetown In 
three years. The Boers, who are 
the nearest white neighbors to tho settlers 
in Rhodesia are well uifeoted. Ib is fully 
oxpooted that the Transvaal Bepubllo will 
bsfore very long become a member of the 
South African federation wbioh la to be. 
There are already 50,000 Eaglisbmcn and 
colonists in the Republlo as against 15,U00 
Boors. It ia therefore not very diliiculb to 
sea that tho Transvaal ia already quite a 
long way on the road to become a British 
country. From the beginning to the end of 
hia address. Dr. Jameson docs nob say one 
word aboub hia own achievements. At its 
conclusion, tho Prince of Wales made one 
of the happy little speeches for whioh he 
has booomo famous. 



A TOTTERING QOVeRNMBNT. 

Ib is easily seen that Lord Kosebery's 
Governmenb (s in a moat oritioal con- 
dition. There wore on Monday two very 
important divisions in the House of Com- 

mona. In ono tho Governmenb was sus- 
tained by a majority of four-teen, and in the 
other by a majority of only eiglU. A gov 
ornmout which totters in this miserable way 
cannot bo expocted to stand forany length 
of time. It may be expected to fall ab any 
moment. How a ministry so weak in the 
House of Commons and ao plainly discred 
itod in tho country can havo tho asfluranco 
to attempt to carry measures of tho greatest 
importance is more than wo can oompro- 
bend. Aa long as it has a majority of any 
kind ib has, teobnioally, the oonstitutional 
right to direct the afTctirs of the nation, but 
there are few who will say that depending 
on an acoiilontal mnj^rity, Buch as tho Brit- 
ish ministry has ab present, ib has a moral 
right to hold office. It might bs thought 
that Lord Rosebery and his colleagues would 
disdain to remain in offioe for a single day 
after there was a reasonable doubt of their 
boing Buatained by a majority of the people, 
particularly when thoy have it in their 
power to resolve that doubt by an imme- 
diate appeal to tho nation. 

TIT FOR TAT. 

The Germans are believed to be a pretty 
sensible people, and tho Belgians have a 
very clear idea t f what are their trade in- 
toreots. \\ hen tho Americans legislated to 
injure tho trade of these peoples, thoy did 
nob turn tho other cheek to tho smiter. Thoy 
did what Lord Salisbury lamented that tho 
British Government was nob in a position to 
do under similar olroumstances. They re- 
taliated, and tho Amerloans, instead of 
laughing at them as thoy do at England, 
made all tlio haato thoy could to repeal the 
obnoxious logiulation. Wo are very greatly 
mistaken if Great Britain does not before 
very long follow thoir good eximplo. The 
free trade principles whioh compel them to 
put up with insult and Injury in matters of 
trado and commerce and to rotutn good for 
ovil are already regarded by many ICnglish- 
men as nothing bettor than superstition. 



Agricultural depression, long oontinned and 
severe, is undermining the faith of thou- 
sanda of the inhabitanta of Great Britain in 
the universal application of free trade 
doctrines. " 



A BAD MBMORY. 



The Times says, " Wfiat a terrible thing 

to oonteniplato. Every country in tho world 
Bending ua cheap cloihing, boots and shoes, 
pots, pane, Uettica and hardware generally, 
oapoF, and alp, bier, and okittUs, furoiture, 
fruit, bicycles, earring's, and in faot every- 
thing we need." There are people in Canada 
who remcnibjr when, under a rovenoe tariff, 
goods wero poured into it at Minothing 
like this rate, und aingular to rolato, the 
times were hard, very hard indeed, ao hard 
that people began to doapair of Canada, 
Thoy domanaded a national policy whioh 
would check the Qood of cheap goods that 
was swamping the industries of theoonntry, 
a policy of protection to native industry, 
and, strange to say, times got bettor almoab 
immodiutoly after ib was eatablished, tho 
businesa of tho country revived, and Caoa- 
di&ns began again to believe in the country. 

WELL LEARNED. 

The Times says its polltioal economy les- 
son very nicely. Ib has got ib all by heart 
and oan repeat the figures as prettily aa tho 
pot of tho nursery. It saj a that "by rcatricl - 
ing imports to tho extent ot aay $10,000,000 
we necoaaarily roatricb exports $10,000,000, 
thus restricting foreign trade $80,000,000 
It oan, therefore be readily seen what an 
enormous loss Canada is sustaining by fol- 
lowing a policy of coninici cial iaolation bo- 
cause her trade would enormously expand 
under u freer system." How nice! The 
United States then ought ab this present 
moment to have no foreign trade at all, for 
it has been restrictiog imports for the last 
thirty years or so. Bat singalar to relate 
under this policy of reatrlction it grow rich. 
It waa aa prosperoua as a country cuuld well 
be. Its industries, iiorth, south, east and 
west flonrithed and its population increased 
at an enormous rate. But if what our docile 
mtemporary saya ia true, its trade with 
foreign countries would long ere this 
have dnrindled down to nothing at all, and 
its people would be to-day in a condition as 
regards national wealth nob greatly superior 
to the Indian tribes whom the first settlers 
found in the country. 

Then, again, every other nivilizsd country 
in the world, except Great B.-itain, would 
1)3, oommerclaliy, in a very miserable oon- 
dition, foi they have all, to a greater or less 
extent, followed a policy of reatriotion for 
the purpoao of fostoring homo industriea, 
By-and by, perhapa, our contemporary will 
find that half understood and ill-digested 
lessons in polltioal eoonomy are not safe 
guides, for they are apt to bring it Into vio- 
lent contaob with hard f.kcts whioh, accord- 
ing to those lessons, have no business to 
exist.

M. Hare tendered for $12 per day, but 
only aent la his $500 deposit yesterday, and 
not with his tender when it was opened on 
Monday night. Ho offered to make trips to 
Daroey island when the cily required. 

Swinerton & Oddy's tender was $13 per 
day, with free use of tho steamer Sadie at 
timea she waa otherwise unemployed. 

Ald. Pabtriuce, while regretting that 
Mr. Hare bad been unable to comply with 
the OOndiUons requiring a deposit to bo aent 
in with the tender, said that in fairness to 
the other bidders Mr. Hare's tender should 
not be entertained. 

Al.D. Macmii.i..\.n took a similar view. 

Ali) Camuiion pointed out that thoepeci- 
ficationa provided for an eighteen months' 
tender, while he full certain Uiat tho council 
had no buainesa to inuko a contract for 
longer than thoir own term cf ollioe. 

Ai.o. P.MiTKiOQK moved that Swinerton 
k Uildy have the contract for twelve months, 
whereupon 

Ai.ii Williams remarked that if tho 
council wero going to make Mr. Ilaro abide 
by tho letter of tho speoilioations, it looked 
strango for tho aldornien to depart from 
them in other reapecta.

(The house went into oommittoe on the 
bill to amend the ooitipanloa act (referred 
baok yesterday), Mr. Kitchen in the ohalr. 
Reported complete with amendments. 

SEVXK0K tiX. 

Eoy. Mb. Davir moved the aeoond read- 
ing of the revenue tax aob amendmont bill, 
the object of whioh ae before explained is to 
enable the tax to be ooUeoted by prooeedinga 
before a juetice of the peace. 

Bead u eecond time and ooniidered in 
committee, Mr. Eberta in the ohalr. At 
the Buggestlon of Mr. Graham, Hon. Mr. 
Davie had a clause inserted providing that 
no employer shall bo held responaible for 
the revenue tax until tho person in respect 
of whom it is oollooted hos boon at loaab a 
vpeek in his employ. Bill reported com- 
plete with amendments. 

The house went into oommittoo on tho 
cattle proteotion bill (Mr. Graham) with 
Mr. McGregor in the ohair. Reported oom- 
plete withoat amendmenta. 

KOOTENAY TRAMWAYS. 

The bill respooting tho incorporatiun of 
tramways in Kootenay (Mr. Kellic) was re- 
ferred bick to oommlcteo, with Mr. Hume in 
the ohair. 

Mr. Adams moved to insert the following: 
"This act shall not empower any company 
formed hereunder to parallel with its line of 
tramway in whole or in piirt tho Nakusp 
and Slocan railway, or tho Kaslo and Slooan 
railway, but it shall not bo deemed to pre- 
vent any such company from constructing 
works which may act as feeders tu either i f 
■aid railways, aud no such feeder shall be 
deemed a parallel line within tho meaning 
of this eeotioD." 

Hon. Uol Bakeii opposed the amend- 
ment, as it would bo almost Impossible to 
balld any tramways if it were adopted. 

Mb. Ritukt supported the amendment, 
aa he thought it only just that after tho 
railways mentioned have boon practically 
built or very largely assisted by the province 
they should not be exposed to competition 
by parallel roods. 

Hon. Mb. Davie did not think that the 
Nakuap & Slooan road would anffer from 
■nob oompetitioa, and he pointed onb that 
the nature of the oonntry it aaob bbab any 
tramway ia likely to parallel to eome extent 
one of' tbe roada mentioned. He thought 
this Amendment would altogether defeat the 
objeob of tbe blU. 

Mk. AdauS attggeeted that tbe amend- 
ment abonid be altered to meet tbeae objeo- 
tions, aa tbe tramwaya are deaired aa feedera 
not as competing lines. 

Mr. Semun was glad to aee that the 
Attorney-General had adopted the argument 
whioh he (NIr. Semlio) had need for many 
yeara in the matter of allowing railway com- 
petition, and ho would havo much pleasure 
In voting with him on this occasion. 

Mr. Cotton supported Mr. Adams' 
amendment. 

Mr. Fokster also supported It, holding 
that the Kaalo k Slocan railway company 
are entitled to this special consideration. 

Hon. Mr. Davie pointed out tho strange 
InconslBtency of the hon. gentlemen opposite, 
who in connection with the Vanoouvor and 
■Westminster city bills so strenuoualy ob- 
jected to forbidding the publlo paralleling 
existing entorpriaea, yet now they wish to 
go further themselves and forbid oven pri 
vato capital bnildiug roads paralleling not 
only existing lines, bub also a proposed line 
which may or may not ever be built, 

The amendment was declared carried after 
further discussion. 

Bill reported complete with amendmenta ; 
read a third time and passed. 

MIKKBAL ACT. 

Mr. Rithet moved to havo the bill to 
amend the mineral aot re-oommitted for the 
purpoBO of inserting tbe following : 

" IS. Whereas disputes have herotofore 
existed between the Province of British 
Columbia and tho E quimaib and Nanaimo 
Railway Company with respect to tho own 
ership of the precious metals lying under 
tbe lands within what is known as the rail 
way belt) on Vancouver Island, and steps 
wero taken by tbe aaid railway company on 
or about the thirtieth day of November, 
1893, to aotively assert the righta claimed 
by them by ejeoting free mlnera who at- 
tempted to looate, record or work olaima 
within the said railway belt ; and whereas 
nnmsrona mineral claims were and have 
heretofore been located within the aaid belt, 
in order to preaerve the title to whioh it was 
neoeasary for the holders to do work thereon, 
in accordance with section 24 of tho mineral 
aot, 1891, but by roaaon of tho assertion 
of tho rights claimed aa aforemontionod, 
such work was, in sovoral cases omittod ; — 
and whoreoa legal proooedinas were Inati 
tuted in ordor to determine the titlo to such 
procious motuls, and judgment therein was 
given on the 16th day of Ootobor, 1S!)4, in 
favor of tho rights of tho province; and 
wheror\a lb la oxpodiont to nliovo owners of 
olaima lawfully located and hold ag aforo 
said from forfeitures, owing to tho omiaeinn 
to comply with tho provisions of spction 21 
prior to the IGth day of Ootobor, 1891 : 

"Thorcforo bo It onaotod, that notwith- 
stitnding anything containod in aoction 21 
of the minorol aot, 1891, all persons being 
tho lawful holders of mineral olaima within 
tho said belt on tho said thirtieth day of 
November, 18!t.'!, shall be and aro hereby 
relieved from all forfoiturea for failure to 
work any such olaim between that date and 
the said 10th day of October, 1894, and tho 
year during which it is required by law that 
work should he done on a olaim shall, in tho 
case of Buoh olaima, he deemed to have 
commenced to run on the said 16th day of 
Ootober, 1894; bnt nothing in this sootion 
shall apply to the oaae of an adverse olaim 
where the oonrt aball consider anob olaim to 
be juatand eqnitablo." 

(The mover aaid ho thought the amend- 
ment, which was just proposed in oommit- 
too, did not then rooelve the oonslderatlon 
due to it, but tho niatter being one of grcut 
importance ho thought It well to bring it up 
now for the protection of those who in con- 
Bcquonco of the litigation named may bo 
hold to havo forfoitod thoir just rights. 

Dr. Walkkm opposed tho motion, hold- 
ing that it ia made in tho Intorost of certain 
persona who willingly forfeited their olaima, 
not BuppoaIng thorn to bo valuable, and ia 
doalgnod to enable them to regain poBiession 
now when others havo discovered thoir real 
worth. He Instanced particularly tho case 
of Mr. Saunders, who ho claimed abandoned 
three of tho olaima ofFeotod by this rosolu- 
tion, bnb not throngh any fear of tho E. & 
If, railway company, aa shown by the faot 
that lie retained FOBseaaion of a fourth olaim 



towarda which the attitude of the railway 
company was tbe same. 

Hon. Mb. Datik would not support any 
resolution whioh would have the effect of de- 
priving any man of bis private rights, nor 
would he place himself in tho position of by 
hia vote in the house judging between man 
and man. He did not think the house 
shonld judge aa between Mr. Saunders and 
the men who are alleged to have jumped the 
claims. He waa not prepared to admit, 
however, that by paaaing the resolution the 
honae would be giving any auoh judgment. 
He waa informed that there are forty or fifty 
olaima affected, and that there is no adverse 
olaim to complicate the situation except in 
the case of Mr. Sanndera, mentioned this 
afternoon, and be thought the' righta 'of tbe 
gentlemen dlapnting with him are amply ae- 
cured by the e:^ oeption propdi'cd that ' " no- 
thing lit tfaia aeotion aball apply to the eue 
of an advene claim where the' conrt aball 
consider auoh alatm to be joib and equit- 
able." 

Mb, WmUAHS opposed tbe reaolntion, 
among other reaaonaDeoanae it propoaea to 
reatore their jolaima to peraona who abandon* 

ed them for other reaaoos than their fear of 

tho E. <k N. Railway Company. 

The resolution was lost on division. 

Bill read a third time and passed. 

Tbe house went into committee on the 
bill to amend tho municipal act, Mr. Booth 
in the ohair. The oommittee rose and re- 
ported progreaa. 

It being six o'clock tbe Speaker left the 
chair.

Ull^mU IN B. C. AND ELSEWHERE. 

To the Editob : —A copy of the Paily 
Scotsman of January 19 haa just ooma to 
hand in whioh there appeara the half-yearly 
report, ending 30ch Movember laat, of the 
Broken Hill silver mine in Australia. This 
report Rhows a profit for tbe half year of 
Si, 85.3,720, and a dividend paid of $1,39;(,- 
020 I he valuo of the ore eztraoied was 
$15 65 por ton, and the coat of 'production 
was $10 55 per ton. The price obtained for 
lead was ?-i5 46 por ton, and for silvsr 64 
cents por ounce. Tho production for tho 
week ending 24th ult. was 9,189 tons, yield- 
ing 71)5 toua of load contolning 208,839 
ounces of siivor. There were also treated 
by the amalgamating and Ipeohing plants 
1,154 tona of ore yielding 15 910 ounces of 
silver. 

The above report is given in sterling 
money aid in tons of 2,240 pounds , but 1 
hava for convenienoe changed the money in- 
to Canadian currency, and In working out 
the quantity of silver per ton of ore I have 
oorrooteil tho result for the Amorioan ton of 
2,000 poutdi. Making this correction, wo 
find that tho Broken Hill ore contains 20.40 
onnoes of silver per ton. 

If the same amount of capital bad been 
expended in mining in the Kootsnay dis- 
trict, I have no doubt the ore oould havo 
been produced and treated at the same cost 
aB it was at the Broken Hill mine. My im* 
presslon ia that it conld havo been pro- 
duced more cheaply, as tho BroBen Hill 
mine is a heavily timbered mine, and if I 
remember rightly the timbora have to be 
imported at oonslderable cost, whereas tim 
ber Is plentiful and oheap in Kootenay. The 
ore of many of the Kootenay mines. Is how- 
ever, much richer than those of this Ana 
tralian group and I proceed to make tbe 
following oompariaon between the two : 
In tbe report of Mr. 6, M. Davrson for the 
year 1889 he givea 3S2 ounces of silver per 
ton of ore from the Silver King minea aa the 
average result of three aaaaya. The Tor 
onto Saturday Globe of Angnafe 19, 1893 
givea the reault of a shipment of abont 100 
tona of ore from these mines, whioh con- 
tained 20 per cent, of copper and a value of 
(300 por ton of silver and about $4 per ton In 
gold. Assuming the copper to be worth $1 
per unit (« low value) we have a total value 
of $324 por ton for the Silver King ores, 
whereas the Broken Hill ore shows for one 
week's working only {13 05 in silver and 
$3 15 In lead, gl<'ing a total value of $16 20 
por ton, whioh is rather higher than the 
half-yearly average. 

We may therefore aafely assume that the 
Sliver King ore is worth 20 time; that of 
the Broken Hill ore, and if tbe shareholders 
of the latter had conducted their operations 
In British Columbia inatsad of in Australia, 
they would have bad 20 times the profit or 
S37,O74,4C0 for the half year or $74,148,800 
for the whole year. This seems rather a 
startling result to arrive at; wn can 
hardly expect that if even the B<:ver King 
comes to be worked on a large ac&lu the ore 
will continue of the same riohnesa as tho 
samples treated, as they were very probably 
picked oro. However there is plenty of 
margin left. The Broken Hill mines are 
probably the largest silver produoing minea 
at the proaent, and in their working we aee 
the good reaulta obtained by working a low 
grade ore on a large acale. 

Before leaving tbe aubjeot of stiver minea 
I would like to mention another parcel of 
20 tona of Britlah Columbia ore, aenb to tbe 
Umaba amelter, whioh returned in silver 
$2.045 46 and in lead $882 60, This 
equal to S196.40 per ton of ore, which ia 
over twelve times richer than the Broken 
Hill oro. I may hero mention I have no 
intoreat in any of tho mines referred to. 

From information euppliod to mo by a 
friend (.f mino on whom I can roly, th 
value of ores in silver in othor parts of tho 
world ia aa follows — in ounces per ton : In 
tho group of minea at San Juan, Argentine 
Republic, S3 oz. (average of 39 aamplea). In 
Chili, tho Carmen Worlis, Cipiapo, in 18S8, 
28 to 39 oz ; Puquios Works, near Capi»po, 
18 to 22 oz, In US A., Loadville, 1889, 
16 oz ; Homeatako, 1889, i:( .lO oz ; Nevada, 
Conuolidatod Virginia, 1S90, 20 10 oz ; No 
v»da, Alta, California, 1,S90, 22 50 nz ; No 
vada. Crown Point, 1890, 15 40 o/. ; Nevada, 
Yellow Jacket, 21.8 oz. From thoao figures 
it appears that the Broken Hill is aboub the 
avorugo of the world's silver ores, and that 
British Columbia's ores are very much above 
that average. 

In the newapaper above referred to ap 
pears a prospectus for a gold mining pro 
perty aituated In the Mnrohiaon district of 
Western Australia, wherein it ia atated that 
" taking the yield of atone at 2 oz. to the 
ton with a 20-atamp battery at work, the 
not profit (after deonoting London manage' 
mcnt expenees) abould exeeed (242,000 per 
annum — being equal to, aay, 33 per oenb. on 
the capital," From what I have heard of 
the gold bearing quartz veins of British Go 
lambia, 2 oz per ton would be a low eatl 
mate of their value. Mr. Dawaon, in tbe 
report above referred to, also points out that 
in variona parts of the world largo profits havo 
been made In quartz crushing whoro tho 
gold was undor half on ounce to tho ton.

CI7IL AND BBLIGIOUS LIBERTY. 

To THE Editor :— Hitherto Britiah Col- 
umbia haa been a free oonntry, in wh'.oh 
civil and roligioua liberty has been main- 
tained nnbraroelled by any atate ohnroh or 
dominating religloua body or aeob, (The 
legislature has now a Sunday bill before ib 
which will destroy these rightti and substi- 
tute a state church or religion. 

Some aay than British Columbia ia a 
Chrlatlan countiy. This is an abuse of 
words. Uao might In like manner call it an 
Indian country. It ia a country inhabited 
by Christiana, so called, of various donomin- 
aliona and of different dogmatio principles, 
such as Roman Catholl:!S, Methodists, An- 
glicans, Frosbytorians and plenty of other 
offshoots. Jews, Buddhists, TheoBophlsts, 
Splritualiita and others exist also in large 
number, who do not agree with any of these; 
in fact there is no general religious unity. 
Hitherto ail those havo enjoyed the right 
of civil and rsligioua liberty and have each 
followed undisturbed their own prinoiplea 
or predileotlons. 

The Sunday bill destroys this equality, 
and will make Moseslstn the statute law of 
the land. ]!y what right do tho members 
of the BBBcmbly, tho guardians of our civil 
and religious liberty, become their destroyer 
and folib upon tho community a dominant, 
oppressive, tyrannical, dogmatic system in 
its place? What right, indeed, has the 
legislature to interfere with any one's re- 
ligious opinions and praotice, and still more 
to force him by law to follow a religion ob- 
noxious to his Bentimenta and welfare. Tho 
members of tho aeiomhly by the same auto- 
oratio oonduot might, instead of Mosesism, 
inflict Roman Catholicism, Anglicanism, 
Presbyterianiam, Methodism, Spiritualism, 
Buddiam, Unitarianiam,Deiam, Hebrowism, 
Adventlam, or any other lam on the people 
of thia oonntry and aweep away by enact 
ment tbe oivil and religiona liberty of all ! 

Hitherto all denominationa of eo-oalled 
Chriatlana and others of various and differ- 
ent opinions— aa well olvll as religloua— 
have lived, it may be aaid, harmoniously 
side by side, anyhow with some little fric- 
tion cauBod, aa usual, by tho^e who wish to 
domineer. What infernal spirit — what 
superstition, ancient or modern — has en- 
tered tbe member) of the aiaembly In- 
ducing them to endeavor to alter this happy 
condition, and to substitute hatred and ani- 
mosity in its place ? What contagious mad- 
ness is among tbem leading them to be- 
lieve that to betray their trust of 
preserving the civil and religious freedom 
of tbe people, and to place them 
under a tyrannical denominational regime 
la good for the public ? The religion of 
Britiah Columbia has been and Is a free one. 
What have tbe people done that the assem- 
bly deem it necessary to do away with thia 
and Institute a state — dominant arbitrary 
— one in its scead, and so make it act BpocI 
ally on Sunday, to say what people shall not 
do on this day ? How long will It be before 
this same tyranny, or tyrants, will enact 
what the people shall do on this or any 
other day ! Who will be the tyrant 1 Cath 
olicism, Methodism, Mosesism? or what? 
What have the public done to deserve this 
treatment ? What crime committed ? What 
reason Is there for it ? Is it in accordance 
with public sentiment 7 Decidedly not I 

Tbe province and ite repreaentativea havo 
rightly been great atloklera for a non-sec- 
tarian system of ednoation In tbe publlo 
aoboola — leaving the religiona edneatlon to 
the parenta and theologiata. In tbe face of 
this how dare thoy enact that the public 
shall obey Mosoalsni or somo eeotarlanism ? 

Tho mombers of tho aasombly aoom to 
want a fancied something, but collcotivoly, 
and perhaps singly, they know not) what It 
ia or how to obtain and retain tho fiooting 
shadow — tho phantom of their own diaor- 
derod braiu. What the inatlgatora of tho bill 
require ia another matter ; it Is purely de- 
nominational and for thoir own lienofit and 
tho acquiaition of oivil and roligioua rule, 
although they protend it to bo for tho bono 
fit of tho public. Such a Sunday bill ia acrid 
and impracticable — ia entirely foreign to 
publlo opinion, l^ot the clergy teach thoir 
people how the flock should observe Sunday, 
but not oak for a law to compel othor people 
to follow. Somo of tho clergy aro not in 
touch with modern people and tho spirit of 
the age. Let the mombois then not bo con 
trolled by them but maintain tho blessing of 
oivil and religiona liberty. X

THE OALLAS. 

Interestlne Description of tbe Country Occu- 
pied by these People— Their Uanners 
and Cnstoms. 

New York, Feb. 19.— Dr. A. Donald 
Smith, of Philadelphia, writes giving news 
of the Lake Rudolph, Bastero Africa, expe- 
dition to December 14, 1894. The letter Is 
dated from the Shebeyli river, near Somali- 
land. He relates the dotaiio of his encounter 
with Dodj&B Wada Oubbra, an Abyssinian 
ruler, who bad exterminated or enslaved the 
native Oallas, and who prevented Dr. Smith 
and his party from proceeding. 

The doctor writes : " Gubbra showed 
himself to bo one of tbe funniest and wit- 
tiest old men imaginable. His wifo and 
daughter and principal female slaves had 
their eyebrows removed and large oresconts 
tattooed in blue ink over their eyes. They 
do not oook their meat bat eat it Immed- 
iately after tho animal is killed. Xhey al- 
ways conceal their faces when eatiuK or 
drinking, and tbe eight of a lot of Abya- 
slnlana squatted abont a dead bnllook with 
their cloak thrown completely over their 
heada ia very amnsing. Xhey .have many 
onrioQB onstoms. 

" Such a thing as morality Is unknown 
among them. (They seem to delight in cruel 
treatment of their slaves. I havo frequently 
fieen young girls kicked and beaten for quite 
trifling offenses. We made a rioh discovery 
on our way South, I had heard of a river 
that ran under a mountain where the great 
god of the Gailas, Waco, had oarved a place 
for himself. As we were not far from it 
Mr. Gillott and I made an excuse that we 
wiahod to ahoot elophants, which abounded 
there. We made a rush and discovered tbe 
most curious subterranean passage it would 
bo possible to imagine. A large tributary 
of the river Juba had oarved a way for itaolf 
under a mountain a mile in length. On tho 
other side of the stroom were groat vaulted 
chambers from 125 to 150 feet high and anp- 
ported on masBlve columns. The columns 
were most ornamentally carved by the wa- 
ters, and many would form long arched 
passages. 

The mountain waa hollowed out a great 
distance on the other side of the stream, 
which I have named the " cave of Wind- 
lawn." The great part of our journey has 
been throngh the richest country, from an 
agricultural point of view, I have ever soon, 
and the climate would suit an European 
family exactly. There aro signs of mnch 
prevloua cultivation, but little land is culti- 
vated at present. Tbe owners have been 
killed off', as is evident by tbe human skele 
tons lying about. For every village that is 
inhabited there are at least six that are 
without owners. 

" All about these villages there are large 
areas that were highly ooltivated five years 
ago, and even more recently before the 
Abyssinians grabbed the land and slangb 
tered tbe natives. We have % long journey 
before us and it will probably bo Boveral 
months before we reach Lake Rudolph.

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STBIKBBS DBFBATBD. 

The Brooklyn LcnderB of the Trolley Contro' 
versy Aniiounco the Movement a 
Failure— Cost of the Efl'ort. 

Bkooklyn, Feb. 19 —District Assembly 
No. 75 have Issued a manifesto announcing 
tho collapae of the trolley strike on tho 
Brooklyn Heights and Brooklyn, Queen's 
county and Suburban railways. On such 
terms aa will permit the parties to apply to 
be taken baok; somo of them it is thought 
will get their old places while others will be 
placed on the eligible Hat. Tho strike 
againat Preeident Norton, of tho Atlantic 
avonuo lino, is however still on. 

Tho trolley atriko, whioh haa lasted 
thirty-four daya, haa cost an enormous 
amount of money. Throo million dollars 
is conBidorod by thoao involved u moderate 
oslimato. Wlien tho strike started it 
waa stated that Diatrict Assembly, No, 
75, had from SGO.OOO to 580,000 in Its 
treasury. About SOS, 000 waa subscribed by 
sympathlzora. All this has been spent, and 
the S.'!,"iO,00() wages tho men would have 
oarnod havo boon lost. The Brooklyn 
Heights Company is estimated to havo lust 
directly $600,000, and tho other aystoni 
have lost oloso to S.'!00,000. The coat to tho 
olty and statu troopa ia expected to exceed 
$250,000. Tho damage done by cars manned 
by inexporiencod men la placed at $100,000 
moro, and tho Ices in oaruinga by tho militia 
during their stay In Brooklyn ia conserva- 
tively ostlmatod at $250,000. There wore 
many other loBsoa to swell tho amount, in 
addition to the inoonvonienco and sufTering 
oauaed by tbe big atrike.

If a gentleman is in the habit of 
calling at a lady's house, and slie gives 
up lier time occasionally to him, then 
he will make a delicate return for thu 
pleasure her company affords by invit- 
ing her to an outside outortainmont oc- 
casionally. But that is a thing that his 
own sense of justice and courtesy should 
suggest and very dififerent from having 
hints, suggestions and oven proposi- 
tions to that ofTect thrown at liiui. If 
his courtesy and delicacy do not prompt 
him to make snch return for the privi- 
lege of making pleasant visits of an even- 
ing, then ho is not a desirable caller and 
is to be politely got rid of. That Is how 
this question looka to me on both sides 
of it. 

It is narrated that the Vassar girls 
very much desired to wear a uniform of 
plain black gown and cap. This was in- 
tended mainly to do away with the hu- 
miliation the poorer girls wonld expe- 
rience in being unable to dress as well as 
the ricli girls. Tho motive was to put 
all these lino girls on an equal footing. 
There was besides something taking and 
classic in tho simple black gown. But 
the president of tho college is said to 
have sat severely down upon tho move- 
ment, ^aj-iog tho girls should not wear 
tho gown under any consideration. It is 
a question whether a college president's 
authority extends to the point of pre- 
scribing what dross the students shall 
or shall not wear.

Miss Hamm vis- 
ited China some mouths ago, and her 
quick eyes found abundant journalistio 
material there. Besides editing The 
Jonmaliat this busy yotmg woman- ia 
the correspondent of various newspa- 
pers. One of tho best features of her 
work is that she constantly says kindly 
things about women. 

The Rev. Dr. Parkhurst, in an adver- 
tisement, writes that ho has some "very 
important thinga" to say to women.

Intertitlng Papers and Olscnssions-CnteltleB 
Cointenanped Women. 

^Asiti.vQTOK, Feb. 19. — Thera was ; 
l>rf(e oK'ondinga tbia uiorcing when Prcai- 
■^ent Sewai! Oftlled the National Women's 
Council to order. Mr. SewsU introduced 
fraternal delegates from tha Women's 
Farmers Alliance? and Industrial UnloD 
Mrs. Vardell and Mrs. Johnsoa deU''ered 
five minute addreaaes. An elaborate paper, 
"The influenoe of women in bringing roligi- 
ana oonviotiona to bear upon daily life," was 
read by Minnie D. Louis, New Vork, 

Mary F. Lovell, Fennayivauia, delegate 
from tbe aoti-viviaeotion society, diacaased 
Mrs. Lonis' paper. She branched off 
into the diaoaaaloD of vivissction and 
waa applauded wfaien she said cruelty 
waa exhibited largely in the dreaa of women. 
She explained this by tbe atatemenb that 
ornaments worn by women were obtained 
from birds and animals at the oast of ter- 
rible suffdring to these dumb creatures. 

The next aubjeot was woman's misaion to 
the church as miniater and missionary, and 
an address nn ib waa delivered by Mrs 
Stevenaon, tf Massachusetts. She contended 
the question was not of women's rights to 
the ministry, but of the right of tho minis- 
try to womiu. A long disouaalon followed. 

Mrs. Arthur Soaifo, of Victoria, had been 
elected by tho National Council of Women 
of Cinad* as roprenontative fur British Ool- 
umbia, but was unfortunately unable to at- 
tend. 

At the afternoon aeBaion of tho Women's 
Council to day the time was mostly devoted 
to topics oonccrDiog tho subject of tho morn- 
ing women's work in religiou, after which 
or(;Bnized work on temperance waa dia 
oniaed. The night seaaion was devoted to 
Jewish work and temperance matters.

He then informed Judge Siegle thot if 
Seward is not executed before tho steamer 
arrives President Dole will order a stay 
of execution until tho caao can be 
more fully inveatigatod. Judge Siegle 
says : " In addition to calling on Secretary 
Greoham and Minister Thurston, I saw Sen- 
ators Hawley, Allison, Piatt, Perkins and 
Butler. Hawley waa Major Seward's chief 
of stafT, and is glad to aid him. An addrcas 
to President Dole waa prepared and signed 
by the United States senators. I am aatia- 
tieA it will have considerable weight, aa the 
Hawaiian government wants the good will 
of the American people."

Forming the opinion that tho in- 
trudora must have beon boya to enter in tho 
way they did, the otfioera aet to work and 
within ten minutes bad placed Emil Eipeton 
(aged 21), and George Morria (aged 16) under 
arrest. Eapelon had $2 in bis pocket and 
Morris $1,60; while at the station tho lads 
confessed that they were the right parties. 
They had not Intended to take the money 
thoy said, bub had counted on atealing enough 
food to last them until thoy could reach Seat- 
tle in thoir skifl. The lada are straDgcra, 
apparently not hardenod in crime, and tho 
court will this morning be askod to deal 
leniently with them. 



After KuccsH.- 
Mu RiTUET ( ho house again being in 
oommittee on the muuicipol bill with Mr 
Booth in tho obaii ) moved to add to aeotion 
104 of tbe act: **Nothiog bwein^ contained 
shall authorfza the grahtlDg of any bonus or 
exemption from taxes , and water rates in 
favor of any manofaotory, Induatry, under- 
taking, or encurpriae that la Intended to 
compete with any manufaotory, industry, 
andertaklog, or ^enterprise already/ estab- 
liahed and carrying on its ope'rationa In the 
municipal limits." Agr>3ed to on diviaion. 
Another amendmonb by Mr. Rithet author- 
izing the borrowing in anticipation of the 
revenue, a sum not exceeding tbe total 
amount of the taxea upon land or real 
property, waa also agreed to after disoas- 
aion. 

CLUll TA.V 

The leading "Club Tax" insortod in tho 
draft of tbe bill tu remove the club tax from 
under the heading of " Trades Licenses " 
wan on motion struck out, and Hon. Mr. 
Pooley asked then that tho section purport- 
ing to impoBo a trades licecoo on the clubs 
be struok out, consequent on the recent 
judgment declaring than ib cannot be ool - 
looted. This was done after some discua- 
slon. 

LICENSE AND POLIL'K nO.\KI)S. 

Hon. Mk Davie moved un amendment 
providing that the provision of tho bill 
placing tha control of the police in a board 
of oommiasionera oonslatlng of the mayor 
and two aldermen be atruok out ; and sub- 
stiiutirgtbe provision that the licensing 
and police oommladonera shall oonaiat of thn 
mayor, police magistrate and county oourt 
judge or some person appointed In hia 
stead, and that tbe laat named ahall ho 
chairman. Tbe provision with reapeot to 
the chairmanship was, he aaid, tbe 
only change from tho act as 
at present, under which tho mayor 
is chairman. In such a case aa that of Vic- 
toria ho thought onu of the Supremo Court 
judges would consent to act aa a commia- 
aioner if ho were chairman but not other- 
wiao, and theriforo no appointment baa so 
far been made hero. 

Mk Kitukt was inolinod to think that 
tho mayor la tho proper poraon to ba chair- 
man. 

Tho amendment waa loab on division, the 
sections as they stood in the bill being 
adopted, 

ASSESSMENT APPEALS. 

I 

Hon. Mr. Davie moved an amendment 
to strike ont from the aot the provision that 
a reduction on appeal from the oourt of re- 
vision shall be made only if the property Is 
aeaeaaed higher than similar property in ro- 
epoot of which there is no appeal, and to re- 
enact the ecotlon in the aot of 1892 dealing 
with this matter. This was agreed to after 
d scusaion. 

StniOOI, KATK. 

Jlu RiTiiET moved to insert a clause al- 
lowing a special rate of two mills on the dol- 
lar to bs levied for achool purposea. Ho pro- 
posed this, ho said, at tho request of the 
achool board, who had convinood him that it 
ia a necessity. 

Mh. Hr.NTER atroDgly opposed the amend- 
ment, and bo thought some bounds should be 
set to tbe ambition of the achool truateea. 

Eon. Col. Biker and Mr. Eberta aupport- 
ed the amendment, the latter pointing out 
that the school expenditure has now to be 
met ont of the fund whioh ought to be em- 
ployed in keening tbe streets in order. 

Hon. Mr. Davie anggeatad that the city 
council ahouid have aome control over the 
expenditures of the achool board, instead of 
as now being compelled to hand 
over any amount whIoh the trustees may 
ask for. He felt that if tho 
amendment wore inaertod tbe board would 
call for tbe whole two mills, aa he believed 
there ia a movement on foot to increase aal- 
ariea all round. He would have no objection 
to the amendment if the city council could 
have the power of revision whioh he aug- 
geatcd. 

Major Mutter alao thought that the 
body collecting tho taxea should have some 
control over the expenditure. 

Mr. Hu.ster said ho noticed that the 
ministerial aeaooiation have been putting in 
thoir oar in tha matter of school manage- 
ment, asking for the teaching of music, and 
he supposed that there will aoon be bills com- 
ing in for piaooa and jawaharpa, and things 
of that kind, 

Tbi amendment antboriztng the addi- 
tional rate waa agreed to after further dis- 
cussion, 

ALIEN LAllOR, 

Mr Bradkn moved to add a aeotion pro- 
hibiting the employment of any alien labor 
on Victoria municipal works, by contractors 
or otherwiae. Ho complained of tho em- 
ployment of " dagoB " on the sower works 
under the $300,000 by-law. 

Objected to on account of the tar-reaohlng 
nature of the resolution as worded, and lost 
on division. 

III.'IIN'CORI'OHATION. 

Hon, Mr, Uavie moved: "Notwith- 
standing anything in the municipal act, or 
in any amendment thereof, it shall be lawful 
for the Lieutenant-Governor, upon a peti- 
tion signed by a majority in number of the 
persona entitled to vote for oonncillors in 
any township municipality, and by a major- 
ity in interest representing at least 
three-fourths in valne, aa ahown 
by the current assessment roll 
of those persons assessed for lands or im 
provementa in auch municipality, by an 
order in council bo diainoorporate and annul 
tho lottera patent of such mnniolpalUy ; but 
in Lo caao ahall auch dlslnoorporation 
tike place until due provision is made, In 
the aatisfaction of the Lieu tenant-Governor 
in Council, for tho payment of all debts and 
obligations of the municipality." Agreed 
to. 

Bill reported complete with amendments. 

PROBOOATIOH. 

Hon. Mr. Davie aaid it appeared that 
the buaineas of tbe house can be finished up 
with two or throe houra' work, and ho did 
not BuppoBO that tho members wiah to stay 
for another week to wait tor a roport from 
tho committee on tho parliament buildinua 
contracts. He therefore renewed tho aug- 
goation that tho five members of that com. 
mitteo bo appointed a royal commission so 
that thoy may oontinne their labors after 
prorogation. 

Mr. Wilmam.h aaid ho would not sit on 
a royal commisaion, but when tho bouse 
rises ho will go homo. 

Ho.n-. Mr. Dayie said there wore four 
other mombora who would sit, though no 
doubt Lhey would bo sorry to lose their 
chairman. Ho could not think of asking 
thirty-throe mombors to stay for a week bo- 
oauHO iivo of them have aomo work to do. 
If tho buainoBS ia finlahcd the Lieutenant- 
Governor will como down to prorogue tho 
house this (Wcdneaday) afternoon. Ho 
suggested meeting at 11 a.m. 

There beia^ some objection to that hour 
the house adionrned at 12:45 a.m. until the 
nanal hour 01 2 p.m.
